That period 
has had a peculiar cast this year, owing to the peculiar situation 
following the war. 
It has had a khaki cast in thousands of places. 


Merriment has had the left-over thanksgiving flavor.

been no other carnival period quite like it for five years. 
Even 


those who disapprove of the emphasis laid on this Interval as 
unduly frivolous have found occasion to temper criticism by reason 
of that charitable, logic induced by interest in returned soldiers. 


Lent itself finds the world quite as greatly affected by a sense 


of change as well as by a sense of the Impending. The suggestion 
that.Lent shall give pause to.the world, that it-shall tak.e thought of 
tomorrow, certainly has special rr-enforcement In the unexampled 
situation of the earth's peoples. Any period of reconstruction must 
call for forethought, and no reconstruction ever spread its panorama 
over so vast a space of the earth as the period now opened. Every- 
where it'is admitted or contended that the war has had profound 
religious Influences. Reconstruction needs are being considered by 
churches as well as by governments, and the present era of special 
prayer is faced by higher and more impressive calls than ever before 
faced the institutions of the world. 
As gayety closes the door oiV

thinkers may shut,out all lighter questions for the profound con- 
cerns that demand an early and honest an'swer—answers affecting 
the future of every individual life, and in every land.

"Pisli Hirlnp," a Budapest daily. They 
consist of Htvnogruphic records of tele- 
phone conversations conducted by the 
loading statesmen, generals and court 
dignitaries in the 
days 
immediately 


pri.-ccding I1iu overthrow of the mon- 
archy and proclamation of the Magyar 
republic. 
it i.s explained that Hoveral 


days prior to this event all the tele- 
phone exchanges In the 
Hungarian 


capltnl were secretly put under the con- 
trol of tfie National Council, tho organi- 
zuliui, that prepared the revolution anil 
cairlrd it to a bloodless victory. Tho 
operators wire instructed to take notes 
of all conversations of a political or 
military nature and report tliem im- 
mediately to officials of the National 
Council. 
In this manner the revolu- 


tionary leaders were informed of every 
move of their adversaries, and 
tho 


raniil and unexpectedly smooth suc- 
ces.-i of the revolution may be altrib- 
nli.U to a lanjo extent lo this precau- 
tion. 


The revolution took place on October 


31. 
On the'night between October "7

The latter, Vazsonyi, was one of the 
most interesting characters in Hun- 
garian politics. A lawyer of very hum- 
ble origin, he rose from obscure pov- 
erty, in the course of a fnw years, to 
great wealth and leadership, Ursa in 
municipal and then in national politics. 
Jlo founded the so-called "Democratic" 
pnrly, became the omnipotent boss of 
1'udaprst's municipal politics, broke In- 
l.-i Parliament, and after tin: fall of 
rount Tjsza, in 
tin- suiniiu'r of J!U7, 


WIIM appointed Minister 'if Justice in 
t'in- iu 
v\v ronlition cabinet. "His rcsis- 


nation from the Cabinet AY-IS prompted 
by I'.'irllaniontary attacks which ex- 
pos'd bis method:! in 
employing the 


censorship for ends of personal revenge 
and gratification.

pifjuuncy of the conversation, given be- 
low, of Prince AVinciischgraetz and Mr. 
Vuxsonyi, tho immense difference of so- 
cial standing which separated, in the 
feudal Hungary of pro-revolution days, 
th'j heir of a petty German sovereign 
prince from the political upstart must 
b^ borne in mind. 


The account Iti "Pcsti Hirlap," re- 


cording the conversation between the 
prince and Mr. Viizsonyi on the night 
of October ^7, rcadh: 


"Prince 
Wijidisdigraetz'a conversa- 


tion with Mr. X. (another reactionary 
leader) lasted very long. In the mean- 
time Vazsonyi called thu central several 
times and asked to be connected with 
the prince.. The operator ;old him tho 
lino was busy, whereupon Vazsonyi flew 
into a rase and demanded that the 
prince's 
conversation bo interrupted 


ni'.d he lie. switched in on the line. 
Tins request was naturally, refused. .At 
last tho prince finished tho talk, and 
the central connected him with Vnz- 
sonyi, ringing up the latter. The con- 
versation follows:

Uont): Why in hell do you go -'uid 
t.-II ot'hers about the developments 
before talking to me? All the boys 
arc here. We have beep, expecting 
your cull for a couple of hours.

Checker Tells Tale of Woe, Filet 


Mignon and Dishes 


I am a checker in the kitchen of ono 


of the largo hotels of the country- No, 
I do not check hats and coats of Hie 
waiters and cooks—I check food—filet 
mignons, and squab en casserole, and 
soups, and salads, and pastry; in fact, 
everything on the bill of fare, even to 
tea, coffee and plebeian buttermilk. The 
•waiters •write out the guests' orders on 
a. check- form, and leave the. carbon 
copy at my desk when they come into 
tho kitchen. 
When they return with 


their laden trays I check off the con- 
tents on the check duplicate. 


Easy? 
Oh, yes. 
It goes something 


like this: 


"A steak for two? What-d'ya mean— 


two? That's a steak for three. Take 
it back. 
Oh, all right! I'll charge a 


three." 


'Gene hedges cleverly. IK It his fault, 


ho complains bitterly, if the cook gave 
him a. steak that was a little—only a 
little—overweight? But I am firm. 
I 


must be, if I am to keep my job. 


"Get the chef's 0. 1C," I tell him 


briefly, and dispose of that case, and 
incidentally of 'Gene's visions of a fat 
tip for extra service. 


New waiters come in every day and 


are broken into tho ways of the house 
at the checker's desk—the chef's idio- 
syncrasies; the head waiter's ideas of 
Correct service; 
what 
constitutes 
a 


"portion" of the various dishes on the 
bills of fare; and even such minor de- 
tails as which glasses are used for but- 
termilk and iced chocolate. And in the 
mist of the crossfire of questions' and 
answers I am checking trays—some- 
times as many as two hundred in an 
hour when dinner is unusually heavy. 
I have to know at a glance the various 
kinds of fish, 
and 
their 
attendant 


sauces, and be able to judge at sight 
the size of a. steak; I have to be up on 
all the chefs different methods of serv- 
ing chicken and lobster and recognize, 
beyond peradventurc, all tho mysterious . 
confections in tho list, of desserts; and 
I must have an intimate knowledge of 
the ingredients of innumerable salads 
and salad dressings. 


I like it—of • course I do. 
Nobody 


stays on a job day in and day out, 
winter and summer, unless they like it. 
And checkers do not often change jobs. 
The longer they are in the house the 
wider becomes their knowledge of that 
inexhaustible class book, the menu card, 
and the more valuable are their serv- 
ices. I don't know when I love it most 
—on zero mornings, when I come into 
tho long, warm, white tiled kitchen at 
6 o'clock and find the broiler already 
there, and the fruit pantry girl, and 
the coffee man,'with even thus early a 
steaming urn of breakfast coffee: or 
rainy evenings on the grill desk, when 
only a few after-thc-theater straggler? 
appear, and the waiters, who are a cos- 
mopolitan crew, elude the captain, niid 
come out to the bright, warm kitchen 
in'twos and threes, and lean on the 
desk, and chat about the countries in 
the war zone, and tell tales of celebri- 
ties they have served, and discourse 
about all tho large cities of tho world. 


Of course, we get crabbed after a 
. 


while. 
Wo work under 
a 
continual 


nervous strain. Tho speed habit de- 
velops Into a monomania in the effort 
to giro tho -guest the. acme of "hot 
dishes hot and cold dishes cold." One 
of our checkers last winter 
was a 


woman who had been in the business 
for many years. 
She had an almost 


uncanny gift of taking in the most dif- 
ficult tray at a glance; and the new 
waiters soon learned that when her 
swift blue pencil poised and she said 
"Checked!" tho Quicker they hied them- 
selves and their trays beyond -the din- 
ing-room door, tho safer 
they were 


from a tirade on slowness, awkwardness 
and all the other sins in the waiters' 
category. Biit she cried bitterly when 
a contingent of the boys left for train- 
ing camp. 
"Never mind!" they consoled her gal- 


lantly. 
"When vre ff«t to France we 


•will send for you and put you at tho 
head of tho column; and when the cap- 
tain orders 'Charge!' you say 'Checked!' 
and the whole. German army can't stop 
us!" 


They come straggling back now, in 


twos and threes, and sometimes on a 
Saturday night a little group of them 
invades the kitchen. 
"Here's our old 


pni:" they cry, as they rush tho desk, 
disregarding the ancient feuds about 
too much bread, and extra plates, and 


cold coffee, and what constituted a club 
breakfast. 
Chef looks up fron an "or- 


der of chicken king" that a captious 
guest complains in too salty—although 
the chef and seven cooks have pro- 
nounced it perfect—and says heartily: 
"How arc you, boys?" 
And the head 


waiter asks crisply when Uiey arc to be 
discharged. 


"Oh, we got good jobs with Uncle 


Sam," they tell him cheerfully. 
"No 


get fired at all.' 


It is very dull on the desk in the long 


afternoons, after the crowded 
lunch 


hour, with only an occasional order now 
and again. F 
crochets incessantly, 


to while away the time; A- 
flirts 


with each new waiter in turn until the 
next one appears on Die scene; C 
writes long letters to her boy with the 
troops of occupation in Germany; M 
, 


who is young and very pretty, reads 
voraciously everything in print—news- 
papers, magazines and books—and nib- 
bles pastry; and I tried to learn French 
and abandoned it for Spanish, and be- 
gan a collection of newspaper cartoons 
of the war, and tired of it and gave it 
to the steward; but mostly L watch the 
doings of the long kitchen, the fun and 
laughter, the cooks about their work 
and tho ragged edge of humanity that 
is constantly drifting in and out, with 
a fascination that never palls.—Kansas 
City Star.

$7,000,000 Widow

heart of the new oil fields, and is going 
back to the country. She can plant a. 
garden there, for the long drought has 
been relieved simultaneously with the 
bringing in of oil, and, besides, she 
won't be bothered by the excitement of 
the oil district. 


McClesky himself, on whose land the 


golde^i well camo in, didn't survive the 
newly acquired wealth Jong. He died 
last fall from eating- too many peach- 
es. With his fortune, explained, Mrs. 
McClesky, he insisted on moving to 
"town" and gratifying his craving for 
fruit, especially peaches, and he died 
soon.

It is a fact that when a man is pre- 


occupied his nerves are not sensitive 
to touch unless it Is comparatively vio- 
lent. That is, should one touch a man 
from behind that man would not feel 
it as distinctly as he would if touched 
from the front, where lie could see it 
done—that is, if he were not expecting 
to be touched; and most men go about 
their affairs wrapped up in their own 
thoughts, seldom worrying about what 
may come from behind. 


On that prinicple pocket picking is 


operated. That is the psychology part 
The pathology dovetails into it in that 
when a man is touched in one spot 
the nervous physical consciousness is 
largely concentrated for the time in 
the point of contact. That Is why the 
victims usually tell this story: "I felt 
someone push me (or touch me on the 
arm, or step on my foot) and a moment 
later my purse was gone." It was at 
tlie moment when someone ~-pushed or 
touched him that another man, or the 
same 7nan if he was "working solo," 
went into his pocket, whence for the 
time the other touch had distracted the 
sensitive response from the 
foreign 


touch. That is why he remembers be- 
ing touched on the arm, foot or shoul- 
der, 
but has no recollection of being 


"touched" in the pocket—which, by the 
way. is how that slang word waa 
created. 


Therefore the "touch" follows the 


touch. If two men are on the job they 
operate like a surgeon and his assist- 
ant, the one who touches being in ths 
function of the anestheticist applying 
the local deadener, and the other re- 
moving the growth. There should, for 
a perfect piece of work, be three doc- 
tors, the third being what is known as 
the "screw." It is the "screw" to whom 
the swagr is passed and who makes his 
getaway immediately, taking no direct 
other part in the major operation, so 
that, should the patient "come to" dur-' 
ing or immediately after the procedure, 
the booty has been passed to the out- 
side third party, who is not under sus- 
picion, and should the "stall," the man 
w ho docs the touching of the "wire." 
the one who does the "touching," b? 
arrested, neither has any corpus delicti 
about him, and the plucked one loses his 
mono}' and the three thieves go free, 
meet later, and divide the spoils—30 
per rent An- each if they are "cutting" 
in equal "divvies," and 10 per cent for 
the "kitty" or "fall dough."

In the doorway or on the 
platform the "stall" steps on his man's 
foot or pushes against him, stopping 
to apologize or growl or otherwise en- 
gage the concentrated attention of the 
man on what he is saying or doing. The 
"wire" at that moment 
"frisks" him 


from behind and passes what he gets 
to the "screw." who makes the quick- 


est and easiest exit he can, leaving tho 
"stall" and his "sucker" to cither argue 
or spend their breath telling one an- 
other "It's all right, old man, uo of- 
fense," or the like. 


The pet layout is for the man to start 


for the rear door in which event, as 
soon as the "screw" gets the wad. he 
goes to the front platform and gets off 
at the next corner. This is safest be- 
cause the motorman.has his back to the 
process, while the conductor has not, 
and . the motorman is therefore less 
likely to smell a rat and to interfere.

In his "California Coast Trails," I 


Smeaton Chase thus describes tho 
old mission of San Juan Capistrano: 


"The great charm of Capistrano 


lies in its mission. Here stood what 
must have been the most beautiful

twenty-one 


churches which in the last decade 
of the eighteenth century rose like 
a monkish dream on the gentle land- 
scape of California, culminated in a 
unique but momentary success, and 
sank quickly into decay under the 
Spanish and Maxican regimes. 
An 


omen of the general catastrophe fell 
early on the mission of San Juan 
Capistrano when in 1812, the great 
domed church, shaken by an earth- 
quake, crashed down in hideous col- 
lapse upon the congregation as thev 
knelt at their devotions 
There re- 


mains now a ruin of singular beauty; 
owl-haunted colonades of crumbling 
arches, clustered pillars on whose 
broken 
filleting 
the 
thouKrlH- 


ful moonlight loves 
to 
linger, a 


fragment of the Jome showing still 
the quaint 
frescoes of the 
Imli-in 
artisans, and a

campanile of four bells, the pride of 
old Am, herpciltan- ringer of bells 
to San Juan." 


In another of his books Mr. Chase 


thus writes of a visit he paid to the 
mission at Santa Ines: 
"I took my seat on a bench in tho 


dim light near the dcor, and the 
kneeling assemblage in front of me! 
and, brought up though I had been 
in another house of faith, I felt no 
hindrance In joining these simple 
folk in their 
devotions. 
Through 


the small windows placed high in the 
wallb the sunlight streamed in mel- 
low 
shafts of blessing out of the 


common heavSn of us all: and by 
and by from the old choir loft above 
me the beautiful notes of a Georgian 
chant floated out. 
It was old Fcr- 


nandito singing the 
music of the 
mass, and singing it with dignity 
and feeling. He stood alone, this day 
where in other days a choir of many 
with viol and flute had been wont to 
stand and raise praises to the same 
living Lord. 
His voice, still strong 


and melodious for all his age—he 
must have been 80—bridged for me 
the gulf of the years. I seemed to 
see the altar, not Padre Alejandro, 
but another,—in gray gown and cord 
of the Brothers Minor—perhaps that 
Fray Francisco Una, who for half 
of Santa Ines' life us a mission, was 
the strong arm_ of her outward es- 
tate—stout, 
jolly, 
warm-hearted, 


quick tempered old Padrp Uria 
Or 


was it Father Arroyo de la Cuestu, 
he of the many tongues of whom we 
shall hear at San Juan Hautista? It 
was at Santa Ines that he entered 
into rest. His dust is still buried be- 
fore the altar, with that of MX oth- 
ers of his order, as Padre Alejandro 
has found out and lovingly put a 
mark where none was before.

of these is Padre 
Itanion 
Abella. 


Poor Padre Ramon' He dwelt fortj- 
four years in California, 
outliving 


the mission's golden age and par- 
ticipating in their desolation. 
Hfc 


last years were 
clouded with ill- 


health and loneliness, his harp turned 
to mourning, 
De Jlofras, in 1S41, 


found him at San Luis Obis-po sleep- 
ing on an ox hide, drinking from a 
hoin, and dining on jerked meat. 
Whatever the charitable might send 
him—little enough, you may be t,ure 
—he shared with A few Indian chil- 
dren whose parents inhabited some 
of that mission's 
derating hovels. 


Ainul tile uiin.s oC his Carthago he 
still talked ol "going to ihe con- 
quest" (ir a la conquista), and bore 
uncomplaingingly, as a true Fran- 
ciscan, the humiliations and priva- 
tions of his poverty 


"Mass 
concluded, the congrega- 


tion 
formed in procession. 
They 


were headed by tho Father in his 
robes and thu altar bovs in their 
scarlet and while, bearing high a 
silver cross and tall standards with 
flaring candles, and carrying eenser 
and aFpergill; 
and 
all inarched 


chanting from tho church around 
the. corner to thif "cemetery. 
Here 


for an hour or more prayers were 
chanted at each grave, the Father 
assisted by Fcrnandito. The latter, 
clad for the occasion In a new blouse 
of blue jeans and armed with a read- 
ing glass to magnify the notes of his 
music book, sang the responses and 
received, in a. basket, hanging at his 
elbow, the fee.s for this rito. Silently 
the crowd followed the Padre, the 
men with bowed, impassive heads, 
the women sometimes sobbing. When 
the pr.ivcr at DUO grave was ended 
uilh the beseeching Kyrio filelson, 
Christie Kleison, tile incense scat- 
tered and the water sprinkled, the 
crowd moved to another.

Probably the order for these bells 
had been given in 1S18. and they 
had been received, in pursuance or 
it, in 1S21 or 18'4'i. There was no 
express in those days between Bos- 
ton and California; the journey was 
made via. Cape Horn, and a couple 
of years elapsed between the de- 
parture and the return of a vessel.

It had been occupied by ouf 


troops UK a militarv post during tht 
Mexican war and for s,ome time aft- 
er its close. 
"When it ceased to bo 
so used the government, as I have 
heard General llc-alo say, caused an 
estimate to be made of the expense 
of repairing and restoring it to its 
former condition. The figures wero 
two millions of dollars, and the pro- 
ject of 
repairing 
was, of course, 


given over. 
"It stands there today, mrgnifi- 


cent,' even in its ruins, a. monument 
of the piety, devotion, industry, and 
disinterestedness of the 
venerable 


monks, who wear the habit and cord 
of "St. Francis, and 
who were tho 


first colonists of AHa California." 


Mr. Doyle would be much surprised 


to see the condition of San 
Luis 
Key. 
Under tho active supervision 


of Fathers O'Keefe and Peter the 
venerable pile has been'largely re- 
stored. 
This does not- apply to the 


corridors or 
outbuiUliriKS- 


Mr. Chase gives a good account of 


I'adro Pcyri and his connection with 
San Luis Key. as follows: 
"The building of the great church 


that we now see must 
have been 


commenced very promptly, for the 
records state it was completed in 
1802. 
This was a remarkable ac- 
complishment for an infant mission 
in a bare wilderness with only In- 
dians for laborers. 
San Luis Key. 


however, hart for Its architec/- and 
director one of the ablest and most 
energetic of all the Franciscans — 
Padre Antonio I'eyri, wh«-pe paren- 
tal rule extended from the vcrj hour 
of the founding 
until the coming 


event of secularization cast its black 
shadow athwart the mission doors.

Cussedness and Opportunity 


As Causes of Divorce "Evil" 


A San Francisco judge 
sayt, that 


there are now three times as many di- 
vorces as there were in 1914. He seems 
to think that there is something wrong 
somewhere, but he is not sure what it 
is. Another Judge in Los Angeles, a per- 
son of weak mind, apparently, says that 
h«, too, finds that divorce is much on 
the increase and that it is "proof that 
the world of getting better." There was 
a time, he says, when poor people could 
not afford to be divorced. 
But now 


wealth is more equally distributed and 
the blessings o£ divorce are available 
to all. 


A great many people have rushed into 


print to explain the phenomena. Prob- 
ably that man has not yet been born 
who will frankly admit that he knows 
nothing about it and has no theory to 
advance. Every one thinks that he 
knows the causes of divorce. 
Some at- 


tribute it to bad cookery and some to 
cussedness, but no one professes ig- 
norance. 


An official of the Y. M. C. A. says that 


divorce Is due to the war. 
Kverythlng 


hat been shaken up and everything has 
broken away from its moorings. When 
we recover our equilibrium we shall find 
that husbands and wives are once more 
willing to live with one another. 


Divorces in America ,arc now 12 per 


nent of the marriages. Probably in no 
other .country of the world do they 
amount to 1 per cent, or anything like 
1 per cent. And they are steadily on 
the Increase. A certain number of them 
indicate a positive depravity, as in the 
very many instances where rich women 
ha>e married a whole series of Impe- 
cunious young men, only to divorce them 
or.e after the other for non-support. 
One wonders why they married them. 
Did they havc a vague idea, that the 
proceedings were In some way »»nctififtd 


by the ceremonial, and that they thus 
kept on the right side of the line be- 
tween moralit yand Immorality? 
One 


never knows.. 


There are probably no specific causes 


for an increase in divorce except cus- 
sedness and opportunity, and oppor- 
tunity is much the larger cause of the 
two. There comes a time in the life of 
every married couple when they would 
like to be divorced. If they will worry 
through that period they will find that 
things shape themselves comfortably 
and the chances are that they will think 
no more about separation. But if there 
is a convenient judge just around the 
corner who will ask no questions and 
raise no difficulties they will naturally 
resort to him and then the mischief 
is done. If couples were compelled to 
give two years' notice of their inten- 
tion to be divorced we should find that 
comparatively few of them -would come 
back for the 
final decree. 
Did not 


Shakespeare say,' "the means to do ill 
deeds makes ill deeds done," or words 
to that effect. 
In Canada, where the 


people are pretty much HKe ourselves, 
there are hardly any divorces because 
they are hard to obtain. If there -were 
a divorce mill in every courthouse there 
would be innumerable couples resorting 
to it who now, never think of such 
a thing—Argonaut.

court and walk as exactly as they 
can in the footsteps of their master, 
Edmond de Goncourt, meeting in the. 
Restaurant Drouant and in all that 
they do despising as far as is prac- 
ticable an excess of elaboration and 
publicity—yet doing sound and serv- 
icable work for literature all the 
time as everybody agrees—dues not 
occupy the public attention so con- 
stantly as do the affairs of tho other 
French academies, the doings of one 
or other of which 
are chronicled 


daily. 
Only at the time of its an- 


nual award, or on the rare occasions 
when the necessity arises to elect a 
new member, do the Goncourtians as 
such appear before the public. 


Under the presidency of M. Gus- 


tive Geffroy, who is the chief for the 
time being:, they have just met for 
lunch at their usual 
headquarters 


for the most important business of 
the year, the award of 
the Gon- 


court prize. On this occasion seven 
of the ten were present, these being 
MM. Gustavo Geffrey, Jean Ajalbert 
Elemlr Bourges, Henri Ceard, Leon 
Daudet, Leon Hennlque and J. H. 
Rosny. 
the 
elder; . MM. 
Lueien 


Descaves, Paul Marguerite, and J. 
H. Rosny, the younger, gave their 
votes by letter. 


Upon the vote being taken for the 


first time (as .is generally under- 
stood, the prize is given for a new 
work, preferably one of imagination 
by a. young author) 
"Abizagr," by 


Ale.xandre Arnoux: "Nous Autres, a 
Vauquois," by Lieutenant Andre Pe- 
zard; "Travail Invincible," by Pierre 
Ham'p: "Immaculee," by Scheider, 
and "D'un Vieux Monde," by Jean 
dcs Cognets, all received votes, but 
were rejected: the two which were 
eventually left for the final" voting 
were "Civilization," by M. Georges 
Duhamel, published under the psue- 
donym 
of Daniel 
Thevenin, 
and 


"Koenigsmark," by M. Pierre Bc- 
noit. the former gaining the prize by 
six votes (those 
of Mm. 
Ajalbert 


Ceard, 
Geffroy, 
Hennique, 
Mar-i 


gueritte and the eld'er Rosny) to 
four (those of MM. Elemir Bourses, 
Leon 
Daudet. 
Descaves and 
the 


younger Rosny). 


The Goncourtians are being con- 


gratulated in high places upon their 
choice of a new laureate, for there 
can be no doubt that the work of 
M. Duhamel is one of much distinc- 
tion. 
Some say that a book which 


he published last year with the title 
of "Vie des Martyrs" doserved the 
Goncourt prize then, and that there 
can be no doubt of his meriting it 
this year, with his "Civilization." 
which ' is virtually a second volume 
of the other work. Both books are, 
in effect, a narrative, of the author's 
experiences, remembrances, and im- 
pressions with the ambulance corps 
among the soldiers at the front. 


Before the war began, M. Duhame! 


had come to be fairly well known 
and highly appreciated by a. small 
circle for his'works in poetry, crit- 
icism . and the drama. 
His experi- 


ences during the last four years have 
inspired him to the writing in these 
two rece.nt works of some fine pas- 
sages of emotion and sympathy. He 
displays an infinite pity for the suf- 
ferings of the wounded, an admir- 
ation without /limit for the heroic 
simplicity with 
which they bear 


them and a violent horror of the 
war which inflicts them upon them. 
The styto is quietly picturesque and 
original, and it has been declared 
that the work that is not crowned is 
one that does honor to the country 
and humanity. 
Some have indeed 


suggested that this and "Feu," by M. 
Henri Barbusse, which was crowned 
by the. Goncourt Academy in 1916, 
rank as the two best of all the war 
books. Tho minority who voted for 
the "Koenigsmark" of M. Pierre 
Benolt, were led to do so largely by 
a desire to return to the practice of 
giving the prize* to a work of imagi- 
native literature, -which, as stated, 
•yras the original Idea but which has 
been neglected during1 the war on 


the understanding that live realities 
of the war are superior tu all fiction. 


There ha.s lately been a rumor in 


free circulation to the effect that 
the Academic Goncourt contemplates 
a considerable change in its man- 
ners and customs. 
It h;is been said 


in effect that it has expressed a. de- 
sire to have its official communica- 
tions and accounts of its proceedings 
inserted in the Journal Olli'-iel like 
those of the 
Academic Krancnisc 


which are regularly published there- 
in. 
On this original rumor much 


speculation and no small amount of 
ironical comment have been based. 
It was pointtd out that Kclmond de 
Goncourt in founding this academy 
intended that it should have nothing 
whatever in common with the other 
one, and especially .should always be 
independent and have no association 
whatever with the state. 
The first 


duty o£ a man of letters, he main- 
tained. w;is to preserve jealously his 
absolute liberty, to reject all official 
association, and 
hold 
potties and 


bureaucracy at arm's length. 
He 


would have his academicians differ- 
ing from the others in every possible 
respect and never ceasing to declare 
that they hail nothing in common 
with the forty who assemble at the 
Palais Maxarin. 


Now, if they were to make this 


start in copying ihe ways- of the Aca- 
demic Francaisr. bow far, it 
was 


asked, might they not go? 
They 


might .-!.---pire to form a sixth section 
of the institute, to cease to meet at 
a cabaret, and to unite clothed in 
green vestments, under the cupola 
where the forty gather. They might 
have public meetings, ami even if 
they did not abandon their monthly 
luncheon, they might at least permit 
the Public to be present nnee a year 
at this function, as Louis XIV al- 
lowed the people to look on at his 
dinner on certain days at Versailles! 
The unkindost cut—but against the 
Academic Franca ise—was the re- 
mark that, the one; prize for litera- 
ture might soon be insufiicieni, and 
that if the Goneourtijins would emu- 
late the others t-o the full they might 
soon have benefactors 
who 
would 


leave them funds with which they 
might award a hundred or two of 
prizes of from 
300 to 500 francs 


every year, and might also elect the 
leaders of parliamentary groups and 
a few bishops, as vacancies arose 
among them. 


Beneath all these satirical com- 


ments there has been a serious point 
of meaning-, for it is indicated clearly 
that the Academic 
Fnmcaisc has 


been losing something in esteem of 
late and that, however necessary on 
what might be called public and pa- 
triotic grounds some of the recent 
elections may hove been, thero i.s a 
feeling; of 
dissatisfaction in 
some 


quarters, and that again is reflected 
by the veiled regret exhibited in the 
comments on the rumored abandon- 
ment by the small body of Goncour- 
tians of some features of their old 
seclusion. 


However all is well: the Academic 


Goncourt is not after all to seek the 
publicity of the Journal Oftieiel for 
i!s announcements ami reports. 
M. 


Gustavo Geffrey, as president, writes 
to deny the rumors, and to say that 
none of the ten has 
contemplated 


that anything of the kind should be 
done. What they have thought of is 
that they should ask for the pub- 
lication once a year in the official 
newspaper in question of the name 
of their laureate and als-o (he. name, 
as occasion arose, of any new mem- 
ber of their body elected to take the 
place of another. 
That, said 
M. 


Geffroy, would not take up much of 
the space of the paper which inserts 
to any length that may be necessary

Aeroplane Used in Excit- 


ing Story of Diamond 
King and Poor Girl, by 
George .Agneu) Cham- 
berlain. 


A great literature has already 


been built up around tire aeroplane. 
Fiction—soinfc of it of a high quality, 
see The Firefly of France, by our., 
own Miss Angellotti—already has- 
claimed it, and is using it to good 
purpose. Xow comes George Agnew 
Chamberlain with an almost kidnap- 
ing plot wherein a blase, weary- 
hearted daughter of an impoverished 
English nobleman, who, purely for 
financial purposes, has consented to 
marry a diamond magnate who is' 
repulsive to her, sick of it all, under 
a mad impulse, asks an unknown 
aviator to let her fly up with him. 
She, of course, expects to come right 
back, but, unfortunately 
for 
her 


plan, she has struck a man who hap- 
pens to know all about'her and the 
man she is to marry, and he boldly 
flys off with her to the heart of 
Africa. 
There he is engaged in a 


profitable enterprise, and between his 
work and the girl, manages to fill up 
several weeks, while she, interested 
in the strange surroundings, peculiar 
conditions of life and the apparent 
mystery of the man who has cap- 
tured her, enters a new world of 
real life.- The plot is well worked 
out. 
The impossibility of the situ- 


ation is made as reasonable as can 
be. You find yourself believing the 
whole story, and as step by step this 
stratige couple, that fate has so jug- 
gled with, falls in love, we sym- 
pathize, tirst with one, and then with 
the other, and finally rejoice when 
complete and perfect understanding 
come. There is a villain, of course, 
who seeks to mar the plot, and 
strange to say, he is not the diamond 
magnate, but a Britisher who is not 
only engaged in an unlawful traffic, 
but himself is a brutal drunkard and 
degenerate. He captures the girl and 
succeeds in getting her to his own 
quarters, which seem 
impregnable, 


but the flying machine of the lover 
wins him back his bride. For they 
marry, go back to civilization in per- 
fect form, are duly received, shock 
the slighted lover off the scene, and 
as far as we know live together as 
happy as lovers ought to do. It is a 
(.-lever book, well written and finely 
adapted to while away a few idle 
hours.-—G. W. J.

The judges 
unanimously awarded him the palm 


This artist's many appearances in- 


clude concerts in Pans, under the aus- 
pices of the Societe Nationale. 
the 


Schola Cantorum, the Societe des Com- 
pcsiteurs, the Societr Bach, the Haendel 
Society, the Concerts Lanioureux and 
the Concerts Colon ne, T^here an organ 
ivas specially opened on his appearance. 
On the death of Guilmant, Bonnet vras 
asked to be his .successor in the coveted 
post of organist of the Societe dcs 
Concerts of the Pans Conservatoire. 


During 1910-1911, Bonnet gave- more 


than forty recitals at St. Bustaclie, no 
single piece being played more 
than 


once. These were fne means of inaugu- 
rating in Pans a great popular move- 
ment in favor of organ music. Bonnet 
hns also given numberless recitals 
throughout France. England. Belgium. 
Switzerland. 
Austria, Hungary 
and 


Germany. He has composed for his in- 
strument ft large number of concert 
pieces, including Variations de Concert, 
Poemes d'automne, and three other 'vol- 
umes of twelve pieces each.

short woman didn't occur at all.

erated by tho powerful conjunction 3 
(of Mercury with Jupiter), either In 
Uie sliapo of a wonderful group of sun- 
spots or a gigantic facular field, will 
!>e born at about 71 degrees of helio- 
xruphlc longitude, east of the Central 
Solar Meridian, and consequently will 
rro.'is the visible solar disc from March 
20 to 31, and,

For a Play 


By WILLIAM FAVERSHAM. 


"Art for art's sake" is a beauUfullr 


sounding- s'ogan, but it is not vital. It 
is very convenient for every little or 
small undertaking which hopes to-catch 
the dollars of the diietante millionaire, 
but it is bad for the theater and it-is- 
bad for art. Furthermore,- always fright- 
ens the general public away, which is 
a wrong thjns to do from more than one 
standpoint. 


J fully and firmly believe that, the 


ultimate test of any play or player- 
is the box office. 
A poorlj- produced 


masterpiece or a wrongly cast genius;- 
roay suffer from the standpoint of tho 
box office, but this only proves my 
contention that the box office is 'the 
barometer of the uctual worth of what 
is. going on inside the theater. . if a. 
play is vital, is worth while, it :::ust 
appeal to tho great multitudes, or. at 
least • to a large portion of the mul- 
titude. 


A p!ay may have a special appeal and 


yet be a good play, but it must draw 
every single person of its class to the 
theater, or it is a poor play. The-liter- 
ary classics are classics because they 
have s'.ood the test of time; have been 
bought r.nd read l-y the people end 
not because critics have proclaimed them 
great, in tho end the great public does 
not care about the critics of literature- 
In the theater, we must make an im- 
mediate appeal, or we are 'ost. 
We 


cannot, like a book, lie on the shelf 
waiting for posterity to discover us. 
Consequently the critic is a very im- 
portant person in our .rorld, 


I found Shakespeare profitable. "Ju- 


lius Caesar" was an enormous success 
everywhere and I might have kept it 
out a. third year had it not been dif- 
ficult to keep together a first-rate cast 
of prominent players, tbis being tho 
only instance I have had of internal 
trouble in my company.

The 
proprietors evidently see a future in the restaurant 
business shorn of its feature of dispensing wines. 
The hotels would seem to be in a way to feel the 
change. The higher-class San Francisco hotels 
have very many foreign guests, to whom wine- 
drinking'is an ingrained habit. There are bound 
to be complexities here. The clubs will also feel 
the humidity. All clubs break about even as to 


cost a- dollar apiece. President Moore of the 
council is represented to have been quite enthusi- 
astic over it. Conferences with those who had to 
be considered if the State was to bear the ex- 
pense are represented to have been satisfactorily 
held, and everything seemed to be lovely, except 
that the necessary steps to carry out the idea were 
not taken.

Harbor Control 


Curiously enough, while agitation is going on 


here to take the control of San Francisco harbor 
irom the State and vest it in the city, very differ- 
ent effort is being made as to the port of New 
York. The affairs of that port are controlled by 
t w o States, as this port would be controlled by- 
two cities—or in fact five, counting .Vlameda, 
Berkeley and Richmond and not taking into con- 
sideration the Marin shore. 
What is being at- 


tempted as to Uie j>ort of New York is to create an 
interstate harbor commission of six members, 
throe from New Jersey and three from Xew York, 
w i t h powers for a more homogeneous develop- 
ment of the entire harbor than is likely under 
divided and what might be termed competitive 
control. The advantage of an unified manage- 
ment of a harbor bordering upon more than one 
Slate, county or municijwlity is obvious. But 
from efforts hero the trend would seem to be the 
other way. And though the point is seen and the 
end aimed at in New York, much greater obstacles

While prohibition will hit with considerable

(he arm of your chair. 
The Childs restaurants, 


familiar in the East, are in point. An ''ambassa- 
dor' of the company that plants these restaurants 
over the country is in town, looking the field over. 
It is understood that he favors the corner of 
Powell and Eddy streets, and would like a loca- 
tion in the new Bank of Italy's building; but I 
understand a decision has not yet been made 
whether that building is to be a sky-scraper to ac- 
commodate tenants, or a classic structure for the 
express housing of this young financial giant that 
is to move uptown. Another important conse- 
quence that is being discussed is that of the 
vacancies that arc to result from the saloons 
going out of business. There will be at least 
twelve hundred stores abandoned. Many of those 
downtown are in high-class buildings. When the 
railroad business was taken over by the govern- 
ment and forty ticket offices closed many of the 
most eligible locations in town were vacated. They 
are nearly all vacant yet. Showing that the de- 
mand for such places is not strong. And these 
twelve hundred business places vacated at once 
is going to empty a lot of stores, some of which 
returned good rents and which will have to be 
expensively overhauled before they can accom- 
modate new business. 
The Policemen's Ball 


The policemen's ball was an uproarious success. 


There were upwards of thirty thousand tickets 
sold, which means of course that there were a 
great many paid for which were not represented at 
the function. It is not difficult to sell tickets to 
a policemen's ball. Probably it would not be held 
against one for refusing to buy, but there are 
circles in which the idea obtains that it would be, 
and these circles were thoroughly exploited. There 
are many cases in the police courts where punish- 
ment is rather an extreme adjudication, but none 
in which the purchase of a ticket for a police ball 
is considered an aggravation. Consequently, many 
who became aware of this fact swelled the tide of 
ticket buyers. The feature of the occasion was the 
arrival of the mayor in an automobile, with four 
outriders on motorcycles, which cavalcade entered 
the ballroom and made the circuit of the great 
ballroom. Former Mayor Schmitx afforded a con- 
trast by arriving on foot and making his some- 
what conspicuous way across the- floor. Both 
entrances may have been for political effect; and 
they are mainly discussed from this standpoint. 
There is a difference of opinion as to which was 
the most effective. 
Medals for the Boys- 


There is a story that has not found its. way 


largely into print that is rather interesting. 
It 


concerns the presenting of medals to California 
soldiers. I did not quite understand -whether 
those only who went across, or all who were 
.sworn in, were to be favored, but that is only a 
detail. The idea, as I get i(, originated with the 
Council of Defense. It was to the effect that the

The Tax Rate 


The announcement that the tax rate for the 


next year would be §2.93, made some days ago as

Such a mighty jump was 


never before known. In times past an increase of 
three cents has been held against the administra- 
tion responsible for it in a way that was felt by 
its members. 
But such an increase as thai 


which was announced to be necessary ha.? been 
unheard 
of heretofore. 
But now it has been 


found that the jump will be wider than fifty-four 
cents. 
It has been tentatively decided that 


•will no more than meet the expense for 1919-20; 
and it is understood that even this will not suf- 
fice for the following levy. 
This being an elec- 


tion year there is apparently a realization that it 
Ls going to make the taxpayer sit up aoul Aake 
notice, and mayhap to vote in line with his feel- 
ings; so there is to be scut out with the tax bills 
an explanation of how it comes that the impost 
has been so spectacularly skyrocketted. 
It is 


mostly laid to the llctch Hetehy project. Those 
who understand are willing to admit that that is 
in a large way responsible; but they know that 
another tremendous leak in the city's strong box 
is through the Board of Works, and that it is 
not likely to be stopped because of the necessity 
of ''taking care'' of a large army of men who 
have perfectly lawful votes, and who are in the.

Museums in Parks 


M. H. dc Young, in his speech at his very con- 


siderable celebration on the occasion of dedicat- 
ing his gift of a museum to the city, told of the 
difficulties he experienced in starting the institu- 
tion some quarter of a century sign, one of which 
was overcoming the opposition of the park board 
to placing it in Golden Gate park. This recalls j 
the very pronounced attitude of Superinteiuh'r.t j 
John McLaren, which is that a public park is 
no place for a show building of any kind. Tie was 
averse to the Midwinter Fair being held in the 
park, and his opposition to the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition being held there may have been the 
factor which decided the site that was finally set- 
tled upon. 
McLaren contends that museums 


should bo in civic centers; that parks should ox- 
emplify the out-of-doors thing, for the recreation 


and invigorating of the masses which resort there-' 
to. However, there are good precedents for put- 
ting museums in public parks. The Metropolitan 
museum of New York is in Central park, and the 
Field museum of Chicago is in Lincoln park. 
Work on the Viaduct 


All obstacles, legal, architectural and other, 


having been cleared away, the viaduct across East 
street from the Ferry building is at last to be 
erected. Effort has been made for ten years, and 
agitation has gone on for twenty, concerning this 
needed improvement Five years ago it was sup- 
posed such elevated way would be thrown across 
the city front against the congestions that would 
result from the exposition crowds- Plans were 
made, and even adopted, but they were massive, 
shutting off the view and looking too much like a 
wing of the ferry depot swung around; so the 
chapter of architects came on in force and regis- 
tered an objection. The present effort was held 
up by injunction proceedings of the Cowells own- 
ing property opposite the wrestern terminus of the 
structure, but this opposition has now been with- 
drawn, and the erection of the viaduct is now 
proceeding. It is for the accommodation of those 
who wish to cross to the north side of Market 
street. That used to be the side most affected by 
pedestrians. 
But since the Southern Pacific 


building has been erected the south side is the 
most traveled, and the viaduct may not accommo- 
date the greater number, after all. However, it 
is understood to be the plan to build another in 
line with the south side as soon as this one justi- 
fies itself.

Water Front Transportation 


Transportation facilities for passengers, lead- 


ing away from the city front to all parts of the 
city, are very complete and wonderfully cheap. 
When you can go from the ferry to the Cliff 
House, or to the beach farther down, for 5 cents, or 
reach other remote parts of the city on the same 
terms, there is nothing more to be desired in that 
way; but there is a singular lack of passenger 
transportation along the city front. A person' 
wishing to reach any point thereon has to pro-i 
vide his own transportation. The city front is so^, 
roughly paved for the most part that it is out of 
favor with jitney lines; and those who find it 
necessary to reach remote waterfront points gen- 
erally adopt the plan of getting as near as they* 
can by some one of the electric lines and complet- 
ing the trip on foot. A bill has been introduced in 
the legislature, and is supported by the North 
Central Improvement Association, providing for 
such transportation service over the State belt- 
line railroad. It is believed there would be de- 
reloped a considerable traffic by such service, 
:hat is now deviously accommodated. At any rate, 
it would accommodate a large shipping con- 
lingent. 
War Booms Esperanto 


I have seen somewhere a statement of how the 


war arrested the study and spread of Esperanto. 
It was represented that it was making fine head- 
way till the war eventuated and gave the world 
something more serious to think of. I was much 
surprised, therefore, to be informed by an enthusi- 
ast in that language that, the war has had just the 
opposite effect.

"A storage battery is a" chemical ap- 


paratus consisting of positive and negA- 
the lead plates immersed in electrolyte, 
a solution of sulphuric add. When the 
starting motor »s used or tho lights or 
Ignition syst«m put on the circuit, a 
certain 
electro-chemical action takes 


place between tlio positive and nega- 
tive plates in the presence of the elec- 
trolyte and electricity flows through 
tho wires. 


"As this chemical action continues, 


the character <if the plates changes and 
tho current will, ultimately, cease to 
flow and tho battery will bo dead. This 
condition, however, is forestalled by the 
generator, causing the current to flow 
in tlio opposite direction, or to charge 
tho batWrj.. 


GRADUAL DETERIORATION.

"In time the plates lose their capac-

1 will list the causes as follows: Worn 


piston rings, poorly fitting piston ring?, 
due to improper end clearance; too lisht 
a lit, too loose a fit, naturally 
worn. 


Worn pistons, worn cylinders, the use of 
too much oil or too thin a. grade of oil. 
Also in tho- Ford it is said that if the 
valve cover plate is on too tight a 
vacuum is 'formed 
back of the plate, 


which causes the oil to work into the 
combustion- chamber1 and out through 
the valve ports and down the valve 
stems.

Again in the Bulletin on February 12, 1919, appears the following words alleged in said 


article to be uttered by a man named Wolff: 


"To hell with the Shipping Board—to hell with the United States Government." 
This is alsq a deliberate and malicious falsehood; no such words or any words detrimental 


to the United States Government or to the United States, Shipping Board were at any time 
or ever uttered by me. 


I would have heretofore denied this publicly, but I have heretofore acted under the ad- 


vice of my attorney, F. E. McGuire, of Oakland. California, who atlvised me that if I allowed 
the matter to rest the Bulletin would become bolder and publish an article'using my name 
spelled properly.

average of OG5 a-i:j rivets^per gang—per day. Now the Great Lakes District includes the Ford Liberty 
Boat Yards--—builds all freight and ore boats—mostly with scow noses—boats that have no.double bottom 
as ours have—our brothers have fewer difficult places to get at.

work—a lot of work that is infinitely harder to get at. 
Then', too, no deep countersinking is necessary 


on their work—naturally, the riveter having less stock to drive, drives it easier—quicker. 
You see, .the 


big freighters we build in this:dist.r1ct have a double bottom The full length of the boat—we have a lot 
more work to do in places difficult of access." The tankers wo build have a large number oC bulkheads 
—there is little stiffening—they give against the pressure applied to the riveter's gun. . Perhaps you know 
vibration tends to numb the arm of the riveter—many times produces paralysis—the strain is constant—•' 
terrific.

ali,l (io—lay out work properly—few it any delays occur. Because these foremen know their business— 
there is little friction. 
\Ve have before stated: "Competent foremen for employers and competent shop 


stewards for lahor can bo secured as soon as these respective men understand they v.-ill be permitted, to 
exercise their duties—without fear." 
Competent foremen save man power—time—waste. 
Men who do 


not-know!—such men as foremen are poor dividend producers for the employers. 


Competent foremen for Uie employers are a factor having to do with production average. 
We have declared our attitude concerning our own shop stewards. Shop stewards who can not come up 


to the standard we ask for foremen—are poor men for us. To cooperate with our employers—organized 
labor must be permitted to properly function. 


Work is not properly laid out in this district—here. In other districts the riveter is not put on 'his 


work until all other mechanics have finished! He therefore works1 without interruption—cleans up his 
work as he goes. Tho riveter here is put on the work before other mechanics have finished—the riveter 
is interrupted—delayed by bolter-ups, ship titters, drillers, burners, plate hangers, every other Kind of 
workman on the ship, except chippers and caulkers.

Bethlehem plant, Alameda, one of the largest yards of this district, was out on strike for two w-eeks. Many 
skilled men left for the NorthPacific district, where better working conditions prevail aoid where first- 
class mechanics were being p'a'IcT*niorc than one dollar an hour.

In the Great Lakes district the employers figure it is foolU'h to drive excess stock and then have to 


~ut off that excess stock by use of the die in the riveters' gun. The employers there fiirnishXthe riveter 
the right length rivet for ihe-'lu>le. The rivets vary 1-16 inch in length. Here we haveAQirifs.e'i'what the- 
employers provide—rivets that vary in length from % inch to U -inch; when they are tbo long the 
riveter has to cut off the excess metal.

The M. J. McGuire agreement Insured the employers nn a cost plus basis—less skilled 
men and the' more unskilled men -employed the more the employers make—on the
